July 23J, nt Mt. McGregor, New 
York, died the gronteRt citizen of the 
United States, the foreiuobt man ol 
the whole world, Ul^fines S. Grant, 
Of his long and painful struggle 
with disease, his patieut, wanly tighl 
for lifo, the rending pnblio need nol 
be told, for the touching story is 
known 
whorevor

nera of the earth. 
That he did not 


sooner succumb to the attack of the 
great enemy is bnt another evidence 
of the sublime fortitude, the master 
fol persistence, the grim determina- 
tion with which his whole life was 
characterised, «nd which never failed 
him when ho faced only human foes.

lirst in a class of W.

then on duty on the Missouri fron- 
tier. In 18-15 ho was sout to the 
Texas border; and lirst baw blood 
shed at the battle of 1'alo Alto—the 
first one of the Mexican war.

also participated in the battles of 
Kesaca de )a 1'almoa and Molino del 
Key, and was made a first lieuten 
ant on the field of the latter, for gal- 
lantry. He was brovelted captain 
for gallant conduct at Chaputtepec, 
and t»ok part in the capture of tho 
City of Mexico.

St. Louis, wns sent to Oregon in 
1852, made a full captain in 1853, 
and resigned his commission the 
next year, remaining in civil lifo un- 
til the breaking out of the rebellion, 
when he offered his services to Gov.

ble trip around the world, during 
whioh he waa the honored guest of 
all the great countries on the globe 
—all these are too fresh in the minds 
of the people to need more than a 
mere passing mention at this time. 


At the comparatively early age of 


63 Gen. Grant closed his earthly ca- 
reer, and though it is a source of 
profound regret that he could not 
have lived longer to enjoy the willing 
homage of the nation for which he 
had done so much, his grateful coun- 
trymen will never cease to revere his 
memory, and as time goes on his 
fame will grow brighter and brighter, 
and generations yet unborn will rise 
up to bless the name of the silent 
hero whose deeds will never 
die, 


whose patriotism will remain to in- 
spire the young and rejuvenate the 
old, whose sturdy American habits 
of thought will forever so gloriously 
exemplify the active energies of the 
golden period of our history, and 
whose blameless private life will for 
all time shed lustre upon the Ameri- 
can husband and father.

About Sunstrokes. 


A writer who thinks he knows all abou 


it, says that on the theory that sunstrok 
stagnates the blood, many persons advo 
cate blood-letting. This is a grievous 
mistake, since the spirits sheuld be slim 
nlated rather than depressed. Few per 
sons recover when blood-letting is resort 
ed to, and [even under the advances 
modes of treatment tbe rate of mortality 
is high. In oases of heat exhaustion, the 
victim experiences a sense of weakness 
the sight grows dim, a rushing noise sa- 
lutes the ears, they become partially or 
entirely unconscious, and fall to the 
ground. The face is pale, features sunk- 
en, pupils dilated, surface of the body 
coo), and muscles relaxed. Many of these 
symptoms are apparent in sunstroke also. 
In tbe latter, however, the victim sees, 
but there is a uniformity of color in every 
object Iu sunstroke the respiration ia 
rapid, and high fever, nausea and vomit 
ing. There are few suggestions to make 
as to precautions. Intoxicated persons 
and those whose duties compel them to 
be continually in tbe rays of the sun nre 
more liable to be struck. A damp cab- 
3Bge leaf worn in the crown of the hat is 
a good preventive.

iiu issue iu which it takes both the atlirm- 
itivo and negative, you may say in one 
)reath! If this can be done successfully, 
;hen the idea thut perpetual motion ia 
mpossible, is the result of ignorance, and 
an irresistible force can be successfully 
>rojeoted against an immovable object. 
3ut while the Herald is running itself 
ip hill and down at the same time, in the 
absence of any objection from tho Gas 
Company, we do protest against state- 
ments made as matter ot fact that are not 
rue. l"'or instance, tho Herald has stat- 
ed, and restated again and again, editori- 


lly iu their columns, that the gas com- 
tauy at Danville, III, is selling gas at 
tl.60, while tho tiuth is, said company's 
price is 8U.OO straight, witli just ten per 
3ent. oil to consumers using 10,000 cubic 
oet por month; but may bo the Herald 
hinks that for it to get within 40 or 50 
iduts per M of tho price ot gas is near 
u:>ngh for its purposes. 


Will say in conclusion that the oompa- 


iv has lowered ita price of gas always, 
without pressure of any kind, and it will 
lot be prevented from nor be hurried in 
o Joiug now by finch course as tue Her- 
Id has taken; and|in faot is only waiting 
be result of certain figures involved iu 
manufacture to make further reduction.
